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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the filter of claims 4-6 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to because Fig. 1 should show ports 30, 32 and 34 in 
phantom; and Fig. 3 should add numerals 40, 42, 56, 58, 60, 62 and 64. A proposed 
drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Page 8, 
line 3, "the", first occurring, should be -they--. The description on page 8, lines 1-4 is 
questioned because even though there will always be a vane between inlet ports 30 and 
32, port 30 opens into inlet 36 so that the vane chamber adjacent inlet port 32 will also 
be open to inlet port 30 through inlet 36. Clarification is required. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3, 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Jurr. The reference discloses a rotary vane pump comprising a housing having a sound 
chamber and defining a primary inlet port (9), a secondary inlet port (6) spaced from the 
primary inlet port and an outlet port (12); an eccentrically mounted rotor (2) having a 
plurality of sliding vanes; wherein the sound chamber has a plurality of partitions 
defining a plurality of cavities (5, 11, 17, 19), the partitions having passageways (16, 18) 
for communication of air from an intake port (15) to the primary and secondary inlet 
ports, and wherein the air enters the secondary inlet port after passing through at least 
two of the plurality of cavities as claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Jurr 

in view of either Yumiyama et al. (Yumiyama) (Fig. 4) or Csas (Fig. 1 ). The claims add 

that at least one of the plurality of cavities contains a sound filter. The secondary 
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references teach that it is well known to provide cavities with sound filters (unnumbered 
but shown in cavities 9b, 9c, 9d in Yumiyama, and 8 in Csas). It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to add a sound filter, as taught by either 
Yumiyama or Csas, to at least one of the cavities of Jurr to increase the sound damping 
in the sound chamber.
